DISASTER.

Falling of & Chareh Tower,

The N. Y. Tribune of thie moruing publishes
the tollowlng 1 —

About 4§16 o'clock yesterday mornlog, the
fower of the Methodist ohurch, on the corner of
Washington avenue and Fourth street, Morris-
anin, sunk with a tecrible eroash to the ground,
The church is anew oue, having been dedicated
on the 17th of lust November. It was bualt
of the patent American brick, and imitation
free-stone made of the same matecial as the
brick. he cost of bullding the church was
nbout $42,000, the greater partof which was sub-
seribodion the day of dedication, lenving u floats
ing debt of £7000, The tower wus about twelve
feet square, aud extendel from the fouundation,
on the vortheast corner of tue building, square
nntil it reached o shiort distance above the roof,
nbout 40 teet, the top of the =pire being 125 teet
from the ground., The tower sunk down in o
muss, only & lew of the brickes falling the width
ot the sireet, forcing large crevices in the
adjoining parts of the bullding, racking and
breaking the windows near the tower. The
jnside of the building Is comparatively nnin.
fured. The cause of the accldent is variously
attributed; by =ome to the aclion ol the
irost causing coniraction 1o the build-
ing, b others  to the soft  condi-
tHon of the construction materials, the
brick and imitation freestone iu the fall being
broken into small pieces, which are casily
crumbled with the hand. A citizen of the town,
named O'Brien, who happened to be crossing
Pourth street at the time, was struck on the
hend by o brick, snd knocked msensible, The
nolse of the crash aroused the residents in the
peighborhood, Hudl the tower falien u few
boure Jater, n terrible loie of lfe must almost
fuevilably have resplted. The damage 1o the
. bullding will not be less than $20,000, and 1L is
probable that the whole Buailding wiil have to
be taken down, in which cnse the loss will reuch
£40 000, which will fall entirely on the congre.
